With this issue of THE SIER¬ 
RA MADRE NEWS its 25th 
birthday is celebrated. 

The first issue of four 4- 
column pages 14 inches long, 
was published by R. T. Cowles 
in little Sierra Madre on Octo¬ 
ber tl, 1906. 

"We intend to make it such a 
paper that every resident of 
Sierra Madre will feel that it 
cannot be done without,” an¬ 
nounced the publisher in the ini¬ 
tial number. 

In 1907 C. W. Hill became the 
editor and owner, to be followed 
in 1908 by George B. Morgridge 
who was the sole owner and edi¬ 
tor until 1921 and editor and a 
part owner until 1929. 

In 1918-19 and'20 the paper 
owned by Morgridge, was under 
'ease to J. F. Whiting and L. E. 
Sharp, Mr. Morgridge again 
taking up the task as editor in 
1921. In 1926 Joe R. Eastwood 
bought a half interest in the 
publication and associated him¬ 
self with Mr. Morgridge. 

In 1929 Joseph T. Asbury 
bought the remaining half in¬ 
terest of Mr. Morgridge and 
associated himself with Mr. 
Eastwood. 

The present ownership dates 
from March 1. of this year 
when Mr. Eastwood went to 
Eagle Rock and Mr. Asbury to 
Richfield, Utah. 


Acquisition by the Board of 
Education of approximately 5,000 
square feet of property adjoining

greatest opportunity for athletics. 

The matter of a four-way boule¬ 
vard stop at Highland and Au¬ 
burn avenues was brought be¬ 
fore the ciuncil by J. O. Smith, 
president of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion, who argued that the cor¬ 
ner attending the school there 
was unsafe for children.

Home Exhibition 
Opens Today; May 
Be Made Permanent

SACRAMENTO, CAL.— Sept. 
26—"There’s going to be some 
changes made" is the theme song 
at the state capitol these days, 
with a new administration as¬ 
sured within four months. 

And those political observers 
whose fancy turns toward tax 
matters assert that the field of 
taxes will probably be more af¬ 
fected by these "changes" than 
any other one subject. 

Readjustment of at least a por¬ 
tion of the state tax system is 
anticipated soon after Mayor 
Rolph steps into the governor’s 
office. 

Probably the first step will be 
toward remodeling the tax on 
oanks and corporations and in 
this it is rumored that Rolph will 
ask the cooperation of the State 
Board of Equalization. 

If he does it will be the means 
by which this state body will 
emerge from an extended stay in 
political obscurity. For the Young 
administration and the equaliza¬ 
tion board have been "going 
round and round" for many a 
long month on the subject of 
taxes. 

Inasmuch as the administration 
had the upper hand the board 
was forced to stand in the cor¬ 
ner most of the time. The board 
saw its authority to administer 
the franchise wrested from it and 
given to an appointed commis¬ 
sioner. It also was informed in¬ 
directly that no one was inter¬ 
ested in its opinion of the advis¬ 
ability of junking the franchise 
tax and substituting the four per 
cent net income tax on banks and 
corporations. 

But all's well now as far as the 
board is concerned. Rolph and the 
board are understood to be ex¬ 
tremely friendiy and it need sur¬ 
prise no one if Rolph comes out 
with an announcement some day 
in the not too far distant future that 
"he and the Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion" have worked out a new 
tax plan for California's banks 
and corporations. 

It probably will not go further 
into the state tax system than 
this one item, at least for the 
present, but doom of the existing 
plan of taxing banks and corpor¬ 
ations seems certain.

Under 
ideal range conditions, the Dons 
and Padres developed large herds 
of these beautiful animals but as 
the population pushed Westward 
and the grqat ranches were brok¬ 
en up, the Palaminos were scat¬ 
tered and later became almost ex¬ 
tinct. 

Within the past 10 years ef¬ 
forts have been made by various 
breeds to renew the Palamino 
strain but most of them failed to 
produce the proper color and soon 
lost interest in bringing back to 
its own, the native California 
horse. 

Some eight years ago there 
moved to Sierra Madre, Mrs.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 20 Cali¬ 
fornia’s 1930 fruit crop is one ol 
the most abundant in the history 
of the state. 

This statement, referring to vir¬ 
tually every fruit crop grown in 
the state, is the outstanding fea¬ 
ture of the latest Federal-State 
crop report issued here by E. E. 
Kaufman and R. E. Blair, agri¬ 
cultural statisticians. 

With the greater part of the 
peach crop now harvested, Kauf¬ 
man and Blair have increased 
their estimates of the total pro¬ 
duction, raising it to 093,000 tons. 

Apple production is now esti¬ 
mated at 11,502,000 bushels, com¬ 
pared to 7,880,000 bushels last 
year; pear production at 227,000 
tons, compared with 190,000 tons 
in 1929. 

Grape production with the har¬ 
vest under way is estimated at 
2,078,000 tons. 

The service still estimates the 
total apricot production at 209,- 
000 tons. 

As the almond harvest nears 
completion, a production of 12,500 
tons is indicated, as compared to 
4,600 tons last year and 14,000 
tons in 1928. A crop of 31,000 
tons is forecast for walnuts. 

Prunes, with a state condition 
of 80 per cent of normal, will 
yield 234,000 tons. Plums, with 
harvesting well along, will total 
about 74,000 tons, as compared 
to 40,000 tons last. 

The fig crop is estimated a. 
15,000 tons of dried and 6,000 
tons of fresh fruit.

KQ phaSJ any garden, there 
are two sub-tropical 
fruits that thrive 
wonderfully well in 
Sierra Madre that should inter¬ 
est every garden enthusiast here. 
They are the Sapotes and the 
Guavas. 

The first Sapotes were brought 
to California by the Franciscan 
Fathers when they established 
the Missions. There is a Sapote 
tree now standing in Santa Bar¬ 
bara that is over a hundred 
years old. 

At one time there was a very 
fine specimen growing here, on 
a vacant lot on North Baldwin 
Avenue which was planted there 
a great many years ago by a 
Mr. Harvey. 

Many seedling trees have been 
grown from the seeds from this 
tree and destributed about Sierra 
Madre. Most of them have pro¬ 
duced excellent fruit, like their 
parent, so that we have grow¬ 
ing here some of the finest Sa¬ 
potes to be had in California. 

The Sapote fruit resembles an 
apple In appearance. Some are 
green and some are yellow. 

They become soft like a peach 
when ripe. The flesh is a creamy 
white. The skin is as thin as a 
peach but smooth, like an apple. 

It would be difflcut to describe 
the flavor for it has one all it’s 
own—the bitterness of old-fash¬ 
ioned dandelion greens. 

The season of ripening is Oct¬ 
ober and November. The fruit 
should be picked when fully de¬ 
veloped and ripened In the house. 

The Sapote tree will grow any¬ 
where in Southern California 
and will stand a great deal of 
draught. It is apt to grow tall 
and lanky and should be toppped 
once or twice while young. A 
well-trained Sapote tree is quite 
ornamental. 

GUAVAS:—The Red Straw¬ 
berry Guava is the most popular 
variety grown here. It has a de¬ 
cided strawberry flavor, so much 
so that it makes good straw¬ 
berry short cake if ripe fruit is 
used and the seeds removed and 
the fruit is mashed. 

The principal use of this fruit 
is for jelly and it is about the 
most delicate jelly that is made. 

There is a yellow type of the 
same flavor, but the jelly is 
not as colorful as that made 
from the red fruit. The straw¬ 
berry Guava grows to be a very 
handsome dense shrub. It can 
be used as an ornamental shrub 
about the home. One of the best 
ways to use it, is as a hedge to 
divide the ornamental garden 
from the service yard or to 
screen out the orchard. 

The guava needs lots of water. 
If it is allowed to wilt, it will 
drop Its fruit. 

The Lemon Guava is the name 
given to a large yellow fruit 
that is native of very tropical 
countries. This variety is very 
tender and can only be grown 
in very sheltered situations. 

The pineapple guava or Fie- 
joa is another very ornamental

The grower of citrus fruits is 
reminded by Farm Advisor M. B. 
Rounds that organic matter is 
necessary regardless of whatever 
other fertilizer is applied and 
also that with the average appli¬ 
cation of organic fertilizer a 
supplementary application of ni¬ 
trogenous fertilizer is usually 
necessary. 

It is a practice necessary to 
maintain fertility and a satisfac¬ 
tory condition in the citrus or¬ 
chard .Rounds advises. In ma¬ 
ture citrus orchards, he says, it 
is advisable to not only attempt 
to supply organic matter through 
the use of winter cover crops but 
also to supplement that crop with 
the annual application of manure, 
straw, or hay. 

Mr. Rounds further states that 
evidence seems to indicate it is 
advisable to apply bulky organic 
materials so that approximately 
three tons of dry, organic matter 
are applied each year. If this 
is dairy manure it would mean an 
annual application of approxi¬ 
mately 10 tons per acre, if straw 
or hay, probably three to three 
and a half tons per acre per year 
would be sufficient to supply the 
needed material. 

A good cover crop grown in 
the winter will many times take 
the place of two or three ton 
application of manure. A good 
cover crop in a young orchard 
will somtimes forestall the neces¬ 
sity of applying other organic 
matter while the trees are still 
young.

President Hoover's prediction 
that the income tax slash grant¬

'29 and is much less than poli¬ 
tical party estimates put forward 
during the 1928 campaign. 

If the national income is such 
that the income tax slash can be 
continued without putting the sur¬ 
plus in jeopardy, it seems reason¬ 
able to the economists that condi¬ 
tions are better than many would 
have us believe. 


Favorite Dishes of 
Sierra Madreans 


G REEN rice as prepared af¬ 
ter the favorite recipe of 
Mrs. L. E. Steinberger is not 
only “different,” but uncom¬ 
monly good in the opinion of 
many Sierra Madreans who 
have tried it. Here are the in¬ 
gredients : 

2 cups boiled rice, 1 cup 
chopped parsley, 2 cups canned 
milk, y 2 cup chopped green 
pepper, 2 eggs beaten with 2-3 
cup olive oil, one chopped me¬ 
dium onion and one clove gar¬ 
lic chopped fine; 2 packages 
green chili cheese (Bluhill) 
salt and pepper to taste. 

Bake in a moderate oven 45 
minutes, or until set. 

And this is Mrs. Steinber- 
berger’s favorite recipe for 
pepper hash: 

12 (red) pimentos, 12 green 
bell peppers, 12 large onions. 

Grind rather coarsely and 
cover with boiling water. Let 
stand 10 minutes and drain. 
Cover again with hot water; 
let mixture come to a boil and 
stand again for 10 minutes. 
Drain. Add two quarts vine¬ 
gar, 2 tablespoonsful salt, 1 
tablespoonful celery seed, hot 
pepper to taste, 1 cup granu¬ 
lated sugar, 1 tablespoonful 
mustard seed. Cook 45 minutes. 
Seal in sterilized jars.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 26— 
A complete revision downward of 
California’s death rate has fol¬ 
lowed the state’s huge growth 
during the last 10 years, accord¬ 
ing to the state department of 
public health. 

Despite the large Influx of el¬ 
derly and ill persons from all 
parts of the nation, California’s 
mortality rate, in the light of re¬ 
vised figures, compares favorably 
with those of other states. 

The new figures reveal that the 
state had a death rate of 11.9 per 
thousand population last year, in¬ 
stead of the 14.7 death rate an¬ 
nounced previously. 

The revision comes as result of 
the completion of California’s 
census and the new figures sup¬ 
plant those based upon estimates 
made from year to year of the 
state's population during the last 
decade. 

“General health conditions in 
California are especially good,” 
Dr. Walter M. Dickie, chief of 
the department said, “as is de- 
onstrated by the new morality 
rate statistics. In spite of the 
heavy migration of invalids to this 
state, California's death rate is 
lower than is the general death 
rate for many other states in the 
Union.
